1 . Claims 25, 27, 28 and 62 are pending. Claims 25 has been amended. Claim 24 
has been canceled. Claim 62 has been newly added. Applicants' claim to priority from 
provisional application 60/433,634 filed December 13, 2002 is acknowledged. 
Applicant's amendments and arguments filed August 6, 2009 have been entered and 
carefully considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. With regard to the prior rejection of claims 24, 25, 27 and 28 under the second 
paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112 due to the graphic illegibility of claim 24, Applicants have 
added claim 62 claiming compounds legibly depicted and previously claimed in 
canceled claim 24. Applicants also amended claim 25 to depend from claim 62. 
Therefore, the rejection of the claims 25, 27 and 28 as indefinite is hereby withdrawn. 

3. Newly added claim 62 introduces no new subject matter and is fully supported by 
the specification. The claimed invention is neither anticipated by, nor obvious over, the 
prior art.
